LAID TO VIOLATION 


OF CITY RULE ON 
HANDLING TRASH 


Kammann Says Paper 
Box Was Used Instead 
of Metal One — Delay 
in Turning in Alarm 
Criticized. 


Fire at the Park Plaza hotel 
which routed about 800 guests 
from their rooms and injured five 
firemen yesterday, resulted from 
a violation of city safety rules, 
Fire Marshal Walter H. Kam- 
mann said today after an inspec- 
tion of the building, 

Kammann said his investigation 
disclosed the fire apparently start- 
ed when discarded cigarette butts, 
removed from ashtrays in the 
lobby by Douglas Jackson, Nogro 
porter, and placed in a paper box 
at the foot of the shaft, samoul- 
dered, flarod up and ignited in- 
sulation on pipes and wires in the 
shaft. Safety rules, he said, re-

Increases on 1946 Pack 
From 1 to 7 Cents — 
Standard Boxes Up 
$10 to $12,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP) 
~The Office of Price Administra- 


tion today increased retail ceilings 
on the 1046 pack of canned fruits 
and authorized . price rise of 
about 6 per cent for household 
mechanical refrigerators. 

Example for the increases for 
No, 2% size cans of canned fruits 
are: -For fancy halves of un 
peeled apricots, 2 cents; fancy 
yellow cling peaches, 1 cent; fancy 
Bartlett pears, 7 cents; chalice 
fruit cocktail, 4 cents, 

The increase included plums, 
figs, prunes and producta made 
from fresh prunes. 

The price increases are to off- 
set higher sugar and wage costs, 
and—in the case of pears and 
fruit cocktail — to meet require- 
ents of the Barkley amendment 
the new price control law, the 
announcement said, 

First Effecta of Amendment, 

This was the first application 
of the Barkley amendment, which 
atipulates that maximum prices 
shall return to an industry its 
current costs “plus a reasonable 
profit,” 

OPA sald 65 cents oft he pear 
increase and 3 centa of the fruit 
cocktail price rise are “in partial 
satiafaction” of Barkley amend- 
ment requirements. 

The firat of the 10946 canned 
fruit pack will be available in 
stores “almost immediately,” OPA 
said, It added that housewives 
will pay the higher prices as soon 
ast deniers receive first shipments 
at the new cellings. 

810 to $12 on Refrigerators, 

The increase on mechanical re- 
frigerators will run from $10 to 
$12 on a standard box, OPA sald, 

Consumers will pay the higher 
prices, OPA said, as soon as deal- 
ers receive refrigerators ticketed 
with the new ceilings, 

The increase follows price ad- 
vances of from 3 to 12 per cent, 
annoyneed Friday, on radios, 
washing machines, vacuum clean- 
ers and a long list of other’ house- 
hold itema, 

OPA said the new refrigerators 
ruling results in part from a new 
price increase of 3.5 per cent 
granted to manufacturers today, 
and in part from requirements of 
the new price control law.

Sporadic Shots Still Heard 
in City, Bodies Piled in 
Streets as Result of 


Hindu -,Moslem Out-

CALCUTTA, Aug. 19 (AP)— 
Moslems and Hindus killed each 


other at a siackened pace today 
in the stinking streets of Calcutta, 
which in four days have been 
atrewn with corpses. The British- 
owned newspaper The Statesman 
estimated the death toll at 2000 
to 3000 persons, 

The situation was the quietest 
since Friday, when the rival fac 
tions started the worst riots in 
Calcutta's turbulent history, quar- 
reling over differences regarding 
the British proffer of independ- 
ence, 

Mporadic shooting continued, 
Eerle cries rang through the 
streets. Bodies were piled here 
and there, many of them dead 
four days and picked by vultures. 
Many were bloated, The danger 
of an epidemic which might dwarf 
the present number of casualtios 
mounted by the hour, 

Beveral thousands lay wounded, 

The food situation worsened as 
stores remained closed, 

Looting waa rife. Police blot- 
ters were filled with accounts of 
women raped, mutilated, then 
butchered or burned with their 
families,. One 7-year-old rape vic- 
tim was removed to a hospital in 
critical condition, 

Exact Toll Unknown. 

It will be virtually impossible 
ever to determine exactly how 
many persons were killed, Some 
bodies were buried beneath the 
ruins of burned buildings, Others 
were taken away by surviving 
relatives, Many bodies were 
hacked and mutilated beyond 
recognition, 

Fifty boats, most of them 
owned by Hindus, were burned on 
the Hooghly river, Troopa with 
tanks strove to restore order. In 
one trouble sapot, police during 
the Hight fired into a crowd, kill- 
ing at least three persons, Two 
factories were burned; hundreds 
of homes went up in flames, 

Hindu and Moslem ieaders tried 
to fegain control of the mobs. 
They met peetarday and hostilities 
Géased for a few hours but soon 
erupted again, 

When dawn broke, the situation 
apparently was in better control 
than any time in the four days of 
terror, but clashes continued and 
more reports of killings reached 
authorities, 

Disposal squads were extending 
their routes in picking up bodies 
in areas where the combined 
might of troops and police had 
restored order, generally on .the 
main streets, 

Food Rotting in Storen. 

The hungrier and poorer In- 
diana could see fruit, vegetables 
and eggs —— on railroad plat- 
forms and in barred stores, 

A Moslem League inauguration 
of a “direct action” campaign 
againat the British independence 
program caused many of the 
stores to shut in a atrike; the 
othera #ahut when rioting made 
commerce untenable. European 
stores remained shut today be- 
cause it was a public holiday, 

Many of the poor now have 
been without food for days. 

Telephone and telegraph offices 
worked with depleted staffs and 
services were hampered, 

Evacuees from every section of 
Calcutta, a city of 1,280,000, con- 
tinued their frightened treks to 
rescue atations, police headquar- 
ters and precinct atations, The 
refuges were so crowded that

SAYS QUIBBLING

IMPERILS FUTURE 


‘Wasting Vital Time,’ He 
Asserts — Six Peace 
Conference Commis- 
sions Meet, Continue 
Procedural Debate.

PARIS, Aug. 19 (UP) — Prime 
Minister W. IL. Mackenzie King 
of Canada charged today that the 
peace conference, which in its 
fourth week still waa tangled up 
on détails of procedure, Waar 
“wasting vital time” and “endan- 
gering the future by futile discus- 
sions.” 

King, speaking at Dieppe 
among the graves of Canada’s 
dead in the Allied raid four years 
ago today, exhorted the peacemak- 
ers to remember the price at 
which freedom waa Won and have 
done with the quibbling which has 
prevented the conference from 
even coming to grips with ite task, 

Six commissions of the confer- 
ence virtually completed their or- 
ganizational work aggre the day, 
but ran into a new delay in ac- 
tual consideration of treaties for 
the five former enemy states, The 
stumbling blocks were arguments 
over how the commiasiona should 
proceed and the fact that the 
deadline for amendmentg to the 
Big Four treaty drafts is not un- 
til tomorrow midnight. 

Delegates contended it would be 
pees for the commissions to 

egin considering treaty clauses 
which after tomorrow night 
might have to be reconsidered 
in the light of any amendments 
submitted. 

King’s Appeal to Parley. 

King's castigation of the Iag- 
gard pace of the conference was 
the third in a few days, Last 
week New Zenland charged that 
there wns too much “quack, 
quack, quack” and Senator Tom 
Connally (Dem.), Texas, before de- 
parting for Paris, referred to the 
conference as a “yah, yah, yah” 
affair, 

However, King's criticiam at 
memorial services for Canadian 
dead at Dieppe waa couched in 
graver terms, “There is not 
énough of the kind of spirit re 
quired,” King aaid, hia eyea rov- 
ing over the white crosses mark- 
ing the graves of 900 Canadians. 
Turning to a‘group of distin- 
guished Frenchmen, he said: 

“Mark my words because I 
know they represent the wishes 
of the peoples of the world. I! 
want my words to go to the con- 
ference in Paris, I say to the rep- 
resentatives of the nations there 
that their highest duty, their only 
duty, ls to bring into being decent 
instruments of peace without en- 
dangering the future by futile dis- 
cussions. 

More Delay by Conference, 

Ranking delegates to the peace 
conference remained away from 
the Luxembourg palace all day, 
United States Secretary of State 
James FF. Byrnes was conferring 
with Cuban, Iranian and Greek 
officials in separate talks, 

Three conference commissions 
met this morning and three this 
afternoon. All engaged in debate 
on procedure, 

In the Bulgarian commission, 
Greek Delegate M. P. Pipinopolis, 
speaking out of order, criticized 
the preamble to the Bulgarian 
treaty draft while the commission 
still was trying to decide how to 
proceed, He took exception’ to a 
paragraph mentioning the “active 
part in the war against Germany” 

layed by the Bulgara after Octo- 
yer 1044. He asserted the Greeks 
wanted to get into the record the 
fact that the Bulgara had taken a 
major part on the side of the 
Axis, particularly against Greece.

Communist Forces Being 
Mobilized by Radio— 
Reported Driving Into 
Honan Capital.

NANKING, Aug. 19 (UP)-—The 
Kalgan radio broadcast an appeal 
today to 130,000,000 Chinese Com- 
munista to"mobilize for full-scale 
civil war against the national 
government as Communiat troops 
entered Kaifeng, capital of Honan 
province, 

The Yenan (Communist capital) 
radio broadcast an appeal for sup- 
port to “shatter Chiang Kai@hek's 
offensive.” The ipation 
Daily, Communist néwapaper, first 
lssuod a declaration of “open civil 
war” yeaterday, 

An eatimated 100,000 to 200,000 
veteran Communist troops. have 
fought their way into Kaifeng 
and are pushing forward along a 
100-mile front, the newspaper 
Hain Min Pao said today, 

The newspaper Ta Kung Pao 
said well-trained nationalist rein- 
strong alr sup- 
port, had joined the fight againat 
the surging Communists but ad- 
mittedly were facing a numerically 
superior foe. 

Air Rald Precautions. 

The Kaligan radio broadcast 
placed all Communist areas on a 
war footing and put into effect 
full air raid precautions, The 
order applies not only to troops 
but to all resources including food 
and manufacturing, 

The Communistea are estimated 
to have as many as 1,200,000 regu- 
lar soldiers, with 2,000,000 addl- 
tional Irregulars, 

A spokesman for the Commu- 
nists said he did not know wheth- 
er the declaration of war would 
mean that Communiat§ leaders 
at Nanking would leave for Ye- 
nan, 

He sald the peace talks had be- 
come completely hopeless since 
Chiang’sa statement last week that 
the atate could not aurvive if 
there were two governments and 
two armies, 

Asked if the Communiat hopes 
were based on expectations of 
Russian support, he said “that ts 
only a rumor,” 

Chinese press reports said Na- 
tionalist Gen, Chen Chang, Army 
chief of ataff, had rushed to the 
front after conferring with Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 


Flank Attacks Reported. 

Hain Min Pao said the Com- 
munists had occupied Hinlung, on 
the outer perimeter of Kaifeng, 
and that 60,000 Government troopa 
were making flank attacks on the 
area from Halaya and Yungcheng. 

Communists also reportedly 
launched a surprise attack on the 
famous beach resort of Peitatho, 
on the Mukden-Peiping railway in 
North China, where United Btates 
marines have established a rest 
camp,

Sabotage Attempt Forces 
Cyprus-Bound Vessel 
to Turn Back — Holy 
Land Tension Mounts.

HAIFA, Palestine, Aug, 19 (AP) 
—British troops cordoned off the 
port area of thin city today fol- 
lowing a tumultuous week end in 
which a group of illegal Jewish 
immigrants attempted unsucces* 
fully to scuttle a transport as 
signed to deport thém to Cyprus. 

Tension mounted throughout the 
Holy Land aa a reault of the Brit- 
iah deportation policy, and reports 
were published in London that all 
Underground groups in Patestine 
wore scheduled to start a nation- 
wide offensive today, 

(The United Preee aald British 
Arab troops from TraneJordan 
were moved into Palestine and 
took positions in Jerusalem 
streets.) 

Transport Returns, 

The First Infantry Division, us- 
ing Bren carriers, mounted guard 
in Haifa after the Cyprus-bound 
transport Empire Heywood re- 
turned to the port following the 
unsuccesaful+ attempt to scuttle 
it yesterday, 

The British had used tear gas 
and fire hoses to drive 640 ille- 
gal immigrants from the trane 
port Fenice, on which they ar- 
rived here from Europe last 
week, onto the Empire Heywood 
for trana-shipment to a refuge 
camp being prepared for 10,000 
persona on the Cyprus, The Em- 
pire Heywood finally left port 
yesterday morning, but returned 
leas than an hour later after two 
small bomba exploded in ita hold. 

A British announcement said 
the bomba caused no damage or 
casualties, but wera “introduced 
into the hold with the apparent 
object of blowing a hole in the 
aide of the venssel,.” 

Kight hundred other illegal im- 
migrants, who arrived here 
aboard the refugee schooner 23," 
were transferred without  Incl-

" Onoe again,” the American note 
said, “the Yugonlava opened fire, 
which war again returned by the 
United States patrol.” 

The Government sald it “natu. 
rally regrets Yugoslav lonses” but 
must insist “that United States 
forces began firing in self-defense 
only after Yugoslav forces had 
first opened fire.” 

The Yugoslave were told that 
the United Btates learned of the 
killing of a second soldier in the 
clash after further investigation 
the following day. 

Other Violations Charged. 
Additionally, the note rebuked 
the Yugoslav Government for the 
“unwarranted entry" of Ita sol. 
diers June 19 Into the Hritiah saeco 
tor of the Allied sone and another 
entry on June 30, both at the vil-

"This Government muat, there- 
fore, protest in strongest terms 
the unwarranted entry of Yugo- 
aAlnv forces into Zone A, the hoe 
tile attitude shown by Yugoslav 
troops at Prebenico toward Brit- 
ish troops of Allied foreesn in Ve 
nesia Giulia and the opening of 
fire without provoc tion by Yugo- 
nlav forces againat United States 
troops,” the note said, 

The note of May 20, announced 
today, listed nine “provocative” 
Yugoslav actions in the Allied sone 
in support of the Anglo-American 
contention that troubles at Trieste 
are due not to London and Wash- 
a but to Nelgrade, 

‘hese nine charges blamed the 
Yugoslave for intimidating local 
Officials, intimidating the local 
populations, inciting citizens to un- 
rest, making propaganda attacka 
on Allied military government, fo- 
menting industrial troubles, uaurp- 
ing government functions, and 
aponsoring “criminal and terroriat 
activities,” 

Disclosure that the C-47 trans- 
port forced down earlier this 
month had been fired on war 
made in Belgrade b United 
States Ambassador Richard C.

At Wells, where 250 persona in 
a movie house escaped injury, no 
store was able to open, St, Craatl- 
mir’s Catholle church held open 
nir masses, and highway crewa 
with bulldoger equipment worked 
to clear away the debris. 

Sixty buildings were damaged 
or destroyed in downtown Wells, 
a town of 2700 population, 

Forty persons atill were in hos- 
pitala Inet night, and at lenat five 
of them were reported in serious 
condition, 

Tourist Camp Rased. 

The firat tornado, In which all 
seven persons were killed, swept 
in from the southwest and etruck 
at 6:52 p.m, Baturday, It skimmed 
the tree tops, then swept across 
a highway directly into the Green 
Gable touriat camp, three miles 
outside of Mankato, where 70 per- 
sone were living because of the 
housing shortage, The camp's 26 
cabina were destroyed, 

The storm picked up four auto- 
mobiles and hurled them 100 feet 
over a concrete wall into a §0-foot 
railroad cut. The tourist cabins 
were flattened, 

Killed in the Mankato storm 
were: Gerald Nurre, Bancroft, Ia.;

N a series of these articles last week, the Post-Dispatch drew on 
the files of the General Accounting Office to present a dishearten- 
ing documentation of Comptroller General Lindsay C, Warren's 


charge that “untold billions” had been squandered on war contracts. 
As stated at the outset, it was “a sad tale of reckless expenditures, 
lax supervision of procurement by the Army, Navy and Maritime 
Commission, and greed or downright chiseling by war contractors.” 
But it needs to be read in perspective, 


After all, we did win the war, 

One of the reasona why we did 
was that these things were the 
exception, rather than the rale, 
and that by and large, war con 
tractors did a magnificeft job 
of getting the arms and equip- 
ment needed to the battle fronts, 
If they hadn't, we wouldn't have 
won. 

This can be said without dis- 
counting one iota of the serious 
charges made by Warren, Some 
of those hurt most by the charges 
were among the first to tell the 
writer, a bit ruefully perhaps, 
that publication of the details of 
where money was wasted, as one 
put it, “may be a good thing be- 
cause it will help to keep us on 
“9” toes.” 

Perhaps Warren's charges do 
neod to be dincounted - somewhat 
after all, Accounting Ia atill not 
an exact acience but something of 
an art, and any bookkeeper can 
tell that accountants differ on 
whether or not a particular charge 
should be entered in this column, 
or that, Where Warren had the 
advantage, in the incidents re- 
lated, was that he had the last 
word. - 

And tt wae hie word that de 
fermined, in moat of the cases 
cited, whether the contractor got 
paid. 

There is another thing, He- 
cnure of the complexity of the in- 
come tax, excess profit, carry- 
back tax lawa, renegotiations and 
contract termination statutes, 
there were times when it didn’t 
make much difference to a con- 
tractor out of which pocket Uncle 
Bam took back the money he was 
going to get anyway. It muat 
have been such considerations as 
these, for inatance, that led the 
Gienn L. Martin Co. of Baltimore 
to accept without protest War- 
ren’a ruling that the company 
eould not bill the Government for 
any part of more than $6,000,000 
on coat - plua- percentage - of-coat 
contracts it let to sub-contractors, 

Furthermore, Warren doesn't 
claim to be infallible, in this in- 
exact mcience of accounting, We 

enid recently he thought he had 
improved things at GAO to the 
point where they were right 75 
per cent of the time. 

Warren did not charge, and the 
Post-Dispatch did not, that crim|- 
nal offensen were committed in 
the episodes deacribed. Un- 
doubtedly some were, in other in- 
atances. It would he Incredible, 
human fraility being what it ia, 
that we could have apent 400 bil- 
lion dollars in the war effort with- 
out some of the money being 
gathered up by the aticky fingers 
of criminal participants in the 
program. They are being sought 
by the Mead committee of the 
Renate, and by the Department of 
Justice, It will be surprising if 
aome of them are not turned up, 

Warren's four main points 
were: 

The cost-plus contract is “the 
greatest device ever invented for 
pumping money out of the 
Treasury.” 

The fixed-price contract—in 
the absence of competitive hid. 
fing, impossible in the pressure 
for production in wartime—is 
even worse. 

Conversion of enat plua ta 
fixed-price was a device used 
frequently by procurement offi- 
cers to “bail out” contractors 
who had made bad guessen on 
their cost-plue commitments. 

Contract terminations, with 
procurement officere handling 
terminations of contracts they 
themselves had been parties to, 
were sometimes excensively fa- 
vorable to contractorn 

In all these procedures, the Gen. 
eral Accounting Office powers to 
eorrect abuses were limited to 
euch extent that “a I0-yearold 
moron, in 10 seconds” could dis 
yr of what there was for GAO 
te do 

It ia hard to dispute the lomie 
of Warren's argument that there 
ought to be, in the auditing of all 
contracts and in contract termi. 
nations, a disinterested third par 
ty standing by to see that equity 
ix done and the Government gets 
all that ie coming to it. Such a 
disinterested third party exiata, in 
the GAO, an agency of Congress 
and not of the executive depart- 
ments 

But Warren presented hie argru- 
ments fully to Congress, and Con- 
greas, with all the evidence hefore 
it, denied him the powers he 
aought over war contracta—this 
in the Interest of apeeding produc- 
tion and not hameatringing the 
procurement services by too re 
atrictive auditing requirements, 

Furthermore, there in 3=s A ia 
tinguished opinion which disputes 
eame of Warren's views on what 
should have been done. 

Rernard M. Baruch and hia col- 
league, John M. Hancock, for in 
stance, thought that Warren's in- 
nistence on policing contract 
eettiementse would lead to “unem 
ployment by audit” in the postwar 
period 

In this connection be 


it must 


remembered that a year or two 
ago the prevailing opinion was 
that there was grave danger of 
widespread unemployment when 
war production ceased, Becretary 
of Commerce Wallace wan as- 
sailed as “visionary” when he 
wrote a book forecasting that we 
could, by 1960, provide 60,000,000 
joba, 

The hard fact ia that we now 
have, in the middle of 10946, not 
widespread unemployment, but 
more than 60,000,000 jobs, The 
Baruch-Hancock plan for con- 
tract terminations was accepted 
and we did not get “unemploy- 
ment by audit.” 

Whether that is to be ascribed 


to their superior wisdom or the. 


workings of Providence ia as 
academic ans the controversy of 
medieval theologians concerning 
how many angels could stand on 
the head of a pin. It will take 
someone smarter than this ob- 
server to tell who was right, But 
events have sustained them, and 
that is a high hurdie to be over- 
come by advocates of disinterested 
third-party audits, 

What Baruch and Hancock sald, 
in a report to the Office of War 
Mobilization in February, 1944, 
Wan: 

“We recommend quick, fair and 
final settlement of terminated war 
contracts through negotiations by 
the contractors and the procure- 
ment agencies. Any course such 
as that proposed by the comp- 
troller would quibble the nation 
into panic, The delays in settle- 
ment could force many concerns 
into bankruptcy, It would mean 
unemployment by audit, 

“In the final analysis, the 
Comptroller General would have 
to delegate his reviewing power to 
many thousands of investigators. 
B, and large, he could not recruit 
an more honest or capable force 
than present procurement officers, 
and it would certainly be less ex- 
perienced,” 

What Warren told Conysrean was 
that his office could do the job 
expeditiously; that there would be 
no “unemployment by audit,” that 
at the very least the Government 
should have present at settlement 
negotiations a policeman in the 
form of a representative of GAO, 
who would have no powers, no 
volee, no reaponalibility, except to 
he there for whatever salutary ef- 
fect that might have. 

“The War Department says the 
contracting officer is supreme and 
no one can challenge him,” he 
aaid, “Ite attitude ia: ‘To Hell 
with the General Accounting Of- 
fice, or any one else who daren to 
challenge an inept or Inefficient 
contracting officer who is dishing 
out the money of the United 
Staten with reckless abandon,” 

“And these are the contracting 
officers who, the War Department 
insists, must have the final and 
conclusive authority to negotiate 
contract mettliements, If you per- 
mit this termination procedure to 
go on, let no one in the future 
point an accusing finger at either 
the Comptroller General or the 
General Accounting Office,” 

The coat-plus-fixed-fee contract, 
which Warren opposed, is certain. 
ly not an ideal arrangement, It 
lends itself to all sorte of abuses, 
some of which were deacribed Inat 
week, But certainly it was an 
improvement over the cost-plus- 
percentage-of-cost contract gener- 
ally used in World War I, The 
fixed-price contract with competi- 
tive bidding, would possibly be the 
best of all, 

But in wartime there can be no 
such thing. The pressure for pro- 
duction is too great, The job of 
procurement agencies then ia not 
to decide which of several com 
petitors can do the best work for 
the least money, but to find some- 
body, or anybody at all, who can 
do some sort of job, at almost any 
sort of price. 

Coat-plua contracta undoubtedly 
were converted to fixed-price con 
tracts on occenasiona to “ball out" 
contractors who had made bad 
guesses, Possibly thia may have 
heen done in some inatancea for 
the special benefit of the con- 
tractor, Unquestionably, however, 
there must have been Iinatances 
where the alternative for the con 
tractor was to go out of business, 
with the result that the bombs, bul- 
lets or bombers he wan making, 
and which were desperately need- 
ed, would not have been made. 

This reporter has talked with 
representatives of the GAO, with 
officers of the services, with war 
contractors. None of them has 
been prepared to suggest what ta 
the ideal form of eontract to be 
used in time of war, - 

What, then, is the lesson to be 
learned from the errors which 
have heer deacribed? It may 
turn out to be nothing more than 
a repetition of those ancient copy- 
book maxima: To err is human

Two Kinds of Talk 


There are two kinds of talk--double-talk and 
straight talk—and the man in the street can spot 
each kind as far as an Arab can amell fire, 

At Paris just now, the frock-coated statesmen 
of the world are giving an excellent example of 
double-talk, Except for frank outbursts now and 
then, when tempers flare, they are dealing with 
minor points of precedent and procedure, while 
a sick Kurope looka on aghaat, 

From Washington, on the other hand, comes 
one of the most refreshing examples of straight 
talk that has been heard for a long time from 
high authority, Two State Department officials, 
along with an officer of the Army-Navy Petro- 
leum Hoard, got on the radio to tell some of the 
facts about oil, as they affect international rela- 
tionships. 

Here they are: 

Barring sensational new discoveries or scien- 
tific developments, the United States by 1965 
will have to import about half its requirements, 
A footnote that fits here is that the country's 
last great reserve—the oil of the tidelands—is 
now in jeopardy as private interests contest na- 
tional control, 

Oil is and “will continue to be a point of fric- 
tion and conflict” among the nations until they 
get together under controla which the State De- 
partment hopes may be set up under the United 
Nations, 

This country's best chance for an oll reserve 
lies in the preservation of the rights now con- 
trolled by two private oil companies in Saudi 
Arabla. These two corporations are Standard of 
California and the Texas Co,, which, but for the 
troubles in Palestine, would probably even now 
be piping Saudi Arabian oil to the Mediterra- 
nean, If anyone wonders why the United States 
is up to its ears in Middle Eastern politics, there's 
the answer. 

Production of ofl in the great Baku flelds of 
Russia has fallen off badly and this “may be” 


‘one reason Russia is looking longingly to the 


fielda of Iran across Baku's border. 

The United States is dueling with Russia to 
get Hungarian oll fields turned back to Standard 
of New Jersey before they are ruined by over- 
production; the United States, too, is looking 
askance at Russian activities in Romania and 
Austria, where there are large British-American 
oll holdings, 

In a recent editorial, urging statesmen to use 
straight talk instead of double-talk, we sald: 

Russia, France and Britain are engaged In 

a diplomatic tug of war over oil and the 

United States is anything but an innocent 

bystander, The cruel fact is that there will 

be a world accord on oil or there will be a 


lot of little wars, perhaps one big war, about 
oll, Why don't the nations talk about oil, 


with brutal, peace-provoking clarity? 

The State Department broadcast consisted of 
just such brutal, peace-provoking clarity, It is 
straight talk. It makes clear one of the basic 
rivalries among the nations, It confesses that 
this country, once the richest oll reserve of the 
world, must now look elsewhere for its needs, It 
showa that Russia is in the same boat, And every- 
one knows that oll is the basia for national se- 
curity, 

We should like to hear some of the same 
atraight talk from Paris—about oil and about 
other plain facts which are in diplomats’ minds 
but not on their tongues,

Motor traffic in Mt. Loula In etill perhaps 17 
per cent below 1041, according to a survey of 
prospects in this newspaper yesterday. Yet the 
streets are badly crowded at rush hours and, if 
the historical trend and a Public Roads Admin- 
istration estimate are any criterion, motor travel 
may double by 1960, Here, second only to slums 
and blight, is the biggest physical planning prob- 
lem before St, Louls, 

Downtown St, Louls, like other cities of fits 
vintage, was built with narrow streets and lit- 
tle parking apace, Overcoming these deficiencies 
will take a great deal of money, The money 
must nevertheless be apent, for otherwise the 
downtown district will be crushed by congestion. 
A trend of decentralization is already operating. 
It can be held in bounda only by making it easier 
and quicker to get to and from the downtown 
district——an undertaking which involves a mani- 
fold expansion of parking places, 

The war has prevented action on the physical 
improvements needed to deal with this problem, 
Instead, there has been a prolonged discussion of 
various street and parking plans, It now be- 
comes urgent that the city administration and 
Hoard of Aldermen end the debate by estab- 
lishing an official plan. Only if that Is done 
can construction proceed promptly when the cur 
rent boom of building construction passes the 
peak, The race against congestion will be uphill 
enough without the handicap of a further de- 
layed start. 
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A New Deal Success 

The Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation,, 
an early New Deal measure, which was bitterly 
attacked 13 years ago as a measure to socialize 
banking, standa a proved and popular success 
and it has not socialized banking. 

Although FDIC charges very low rates, it has 
piled up such a surplus that the General Ae- 
counting Office wants its original $150,000,000 
capital returned to the Treasury, and the FDIC 
is reported willing. The public likes deposit in- 
surance, would not use banks which lacked it, It 
has eliminated the motive to “run” on banks and 
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caused a high confidence in the financial sound- 
ness of the banking system; it has more than re- 
stored a confidence that was shot'to pleces in 
1032 and 1933, Bankers, too, have come to 
value it, 

FDIC is, in short, one more lesson to give a 
new horse a trial before scratching him from 


the race.

A City of the Homeless 

This is a story of considerable fanfare and 
considerable failure—a story of this city's effort 
to provide emergency housing for veterans, 

It begins nine months ago, when Mayor Kauf- 
mann appointed his Citizens’ Emergency Hous- 
ing Committee, made up of some public-aspirited 
men, and also some representatives of the very 
real estate interests which profit by the hous- 
ing shortage. The committee was expected to 
meet a housing emergency which waa critical 
then, and still is, 

More than 8300 veterans are looking for shel- 
ter here, with winter coming on, That is the 
report of the Veterans’ Service Center, Sixty- 
five per cent of these men are fathers, They 
face the cold months either in utter hopeless- 
ness, or with the bleak chance of living in 
jammed, doubled-up, semi-decent surroundings, 

What has the committee done? Well, a few 
months ago the head of the committee, J. W. 
McAfee, said he had ample reason to feel that 
there no longer was any danger of war veterans 
going without some sort of shelter. That was 
in May. Now it is August. To date, the com- 
mittee has provided shelter for very few fam- 
ilies, 

All sorta of negotiations and plans are under 
way to set up barracks and Quonset huts, but 
they are not ready. The seven frame chicken 
coops on Connecticut street, across from the 
crematory, remain the shining example of the 
committee's effort, 

And what has the city administration done? 
For one thing, it appointed a committee, It also 
produced a revolving fund to bulld 22 houses at 
next to no expense to itself, That is virtually 
the whole chapter on what the city has accom- 
plished, Yet Lon Angeles has ita Roger Young 
village of 1500 Quonset huts, San Diego paid 
$200,000 for Camp Callan for veterans’ homes, 
Fifty cities In Kentucky, Michigan, Ohlo and 
West Virginia have made outright grants for 
housing. Minneapolis has converted two schools 
into apartments and erected 728 Quonset huts, 
Even our suburb of Clayton, by using prefabri- 
cation, has produced more new veterans’ housing 
through municipal effort than St. Louis, 

What excuses can St, Louls offer? The clty 
and its committee may try to excuse lethargy 
and incompetence by complaining that other 
cities got to work ahead of us, Then why didn't 
we get started sooner? Why did the committee 
atrean so-called “permanent” housing, which, 
judging by the seven perfected examples, may 
become permanent slums? Why didn’t the com- 
mittee do something in. November, instead of 


merely surveying prospects for emergency shel-— 


ter? Why didn't the city give it money? 

The situation remaina so critical that the eom- 
mittee’s first resort has become its last. It is 
appealing again to home owners to offer shelter 
to veterans, This program had acant success last 
winter; now, if it does not succeed, thousands of 
our former fighting men will search for a roof 
through the wintry blasts, 

The story ends where it began, with St. Louls 
a City of the Homeless, What are the Mayor 
and his committee going to do about it?

Senator Byrd’s Fine Stand 

Senator Byrd has set himself commendably 
againat a reported movement on the part of some 
Senators to frustrate the congressional reforms 
voted by the Seventy-ninth Congress and leave 
almost nothing but the pay rises and pensions, 

Such an emasculation of the La Follette-Mon- 
roney Act would be a fraud upon the people of 
the United States, The truth is that the Sena- 
tors and Representatives have not yet fully 
earned their pay increases by the reforms they 
have so far voted, They will not have done so 
until they emancipate Congress from the shackles 
of the seniority system, the House Rules Com- 
mittee’s dictatorial powers, and the Senate's 
much-abused device of filibuster, 

Againat the attempt of some Senators to take 
their pay without doing anything to earn it, Sen- 
ator Byrd has made himself the leader in the 
upper house, Senator La Follette, co-author of 
the bill, was defeated in the Republican primary 
in Wisconsin and will not be a member of the 
Kightieth Congress, It ia a hopeful sign, there- 
fore, that Senator Byrd means to take up where 
he left off and, aa chairman of the Senate Rules 
Committee, he ia in a pecullarly fortunate poal- 
tion to oppose the would-be wreckers of congres- 
sional reform,

Terror in Calcutta 

The deadly rioting In Calcutta comes at a sin- 
gularly unfortunate time, Just when Britain, aft- 
er interminable delay, appears ready to grant In- 
dia self-government, the Hindus and Moslems 
seem bent on demonstrating that their hatred is 
too intense to be governed by self-imposed au- 
thority, 

The trouble in Calcutta stems directly from 
the refusal of the Moslem League to take part 
in steps to realize Indian self-rule. After speak- 
ing for Hindu«eMoslem collaboration in a new 
government, All Jinnah, president of the Moslem 
League, has been forced by pressure in his own 
group to reverse himself, Outnumbered by the 
Hindus more than two and a half to one, the 
Moslems fear they will be overweighed and dis- 
criminated against In any all-Indian regime, 

The tinder was sparked by Jinnah’'s incendiary 
statement that the Moslem teague had done with 
peaceful methods. By designating a “Direct Ac- 
tion Day,” he released a force which he could 
not possibly eontrol, Under the existing ten- 
sions, Jinnah's appeal that the day be observed 
in an orderly manner was merely an advance 
disclaimer of blame for what he must have known 
would result, 

Now all reaponaible Hindu and Moslem leadera, 
including Jinnah, have issued statements casti- 


“ gating the rioters on both sides and demanding 


that the atrife be stopped, India needs much 
more, however, than the suppression of rioting. 
If the country isto achieve and preserve inde- 
pendence, a basis must be found for collabora- 
tion and mutual trust between the two dominant 
religions,

A wecond check for $15,000 wan sent to 
Comfort some time thereafter, and a week 
later he drew a check to his own order in 
the amount of $8900 and a check to the 
order of hia brother, George PP, Comfort, tn 
the amount of §7600, Neither of the Com- 
forts was able to account for the disposi- 
tion of these funds, The House Naval Af- 
faira Committee properly thought these 
matters worthy of investigation.

In ita report the committee pointed out

Request waa made of the Naval Affaira 
Committee to discontinue ita Inquiry into 
this phase of the Hrewater case so as not 
to “prejudice” the department's action 
The committee in ita report aaid that “in 
order not to prejudice the conduct” of the 
department's proceedings, it would defer 
ite Investigation until the Department of 
Justice had concluded the matter, 


Not a word has been heard aince, and no 
report has been made by the Attorney 
General to the committee or to the public, 


Powerless to Prosecute! 


The issue is quite clear, The Depart- 
ment of Justice has an allergy, which may 
be quite understandable in a government 
agency which seeks appropriations and 
legislation from Congress, when prosecu- 
tiona of Congresamen are concerned. With 
the exception of Mayor Jamea M, Curley of 
Boston, not a aingle member of Congress 
has been prosecuted, 


It whe a curious thing that, when former 
Congressman James A, McGranery, now 
the ansistant to the Attorney General, tea- 
tified before the Mead Committee concern 
ing the gift of $2500 to Congresaman Coffee, 
he said that the department was powerléns 
to prosecute because they were barred by 
the atatute of limitations, 


In 1943 a bill was introduced Into Con- 
Rreaa to suspend the atatute of imitations 
during the period of the war because it 
was realized that the magnitude of war 
operations would prevent investigation of 
many offenses in time to prosecute them, 
and because of the leasening of the re- 
sources of the prosecuting agencies. The 
Department of Justice advised the House 
Judiclary Committee that it did not favor 
this foginlation, except as it related to 
war frauda, 


Politicians Out of Bounds 


Thia recommendation of the department 
wan the principal basis of the House Ju- 
diciary Committee's recommending the 
legislation in the form which Mr. Me- 
Givanery now finda inadequate, 


The facade of the Bupreme Court upon 
which members of Congress gase aa they 
goouto thelr duties bearg the proud motto, 
"Kqual Juatice Under Law.” That ought to 
have the qualification, “Except for mem- 
bere of Congrensa,” 

The sooner that the Department of 
Justice and the politicians realize that the 
law-enforcement agencies must be out of 
bounds for the politicians, the sooner we 
will prevent repetitions of the cited cases. 

If the Mead Committee seriously con. 
tomplatea terminating Ita investigation to 
permit action by the Department of Justice, 
it should set a date at which the depart- 
ment will report to it the resulta of ita Ine 
veatiwation and what action it has taken, 
Otherwise, the record of the past ia good 
aanuranece that publle condemnation ta all 
the punishment that will be meted out to 
the offenders,

France's poet-politician-reformer, Leon 
Blum, wrote this book In an ice-cold Vichy 
prison eell in the grim days of 1941, A 
year later the manuscript waa amuggled 
to Paris and parts of it soon began to 
appear anonymously in the underground 
paper, Populaire, The author and his 
wife were atill prisonera, by that time in 
Buchenwald, when it was published in 
French with the title, “A I'Eehelle Hu- 
maine.” When the Bluma were released 
to return to Paria they found that the 
book waa being received as a voice from 
the dead 

It in plain from thie that 
not something which the 
premier of the Popular Front has written 
within reeent weeks with specific solu- 
tions for the topical issues of the moment, 
He wrote with a longer view than that. 
He wrote because he belleved it the duty 
of men upon whom life had thrust tte 
“accumulated experience” to try to think 
honestly and to offer to young men a juat 
analysis of “first precepte of wisdom and 
the first principles of action.” 

. + . 

As he wrote in confinement, Blum ple 
tured the faces of youths, growing up 
away from home, apart from fathers who 
were prisoners or had been killed, in need 
of advice and eomfort, searching without 
finding it for a rule of life, for a faith. 
How would his.words reach them? He 
did not know, Hut he waa eure that some 
how they would, He knew that a voice 
uttered in the solitary cell has a way of 
carrying further and finding more listen- 
ers, He wanted to put youth, especially 
the youth of France, on guard against 
discouragement and defeatiam., 

For France did not die with the collapse 
of a military machine and the bankruptey 
of the ruling clasa waa not a final judg- 
ment on democratia procedure, The 
Wrench people remained on the soll of 
France, The traditions, convictions and 
aspirations that make the aptirit of France 
were intact, even though the war Waa 
being fought on France's behalf without 
her. So from behind bara Leon Blum ad- 
dressed his pagea to young men,

T HE first thing that struck many of the foreign delegates reaching 


centers, the sight of this intact city, whose builders sacrificed 
profit to beauty, came like a sunrise, 


The second is the return of out- 
ward normalcy, Compared with 
the cold, empty city of last March, 
the present town seema a buatling 
metropoliea, Btreets are alive with 
motor traffic, DPrewar taxis can 
ercasionally he obtained New 
Citroens, Peugeota, Renaulta and 
Fiats, as well as the expensive 
types, are beginning to make their 
appearance — junkier than the 
American models but fast, rellable 
end hugging the road infinitely 
better, Paris shopa contain a fair 
amount of goods—expensive, but 
at binack market exchange rates 
Jens #6 than in London, Food can 
now be had without the endless 
waiting in queues, 

To the French all prices are 
monstrously high in relation to 
incomes, Certainly few except the 
peasants can save and many are 
apending thelr savinga. 


Coal and Bureaucracy. 


Yet, despite all thie, amiles of 
eelf-confidence are far more com- 
mon than a few months ago, 

This pieture of recovery ia real 
Rut, when you look more closely, 
you cannot but be atruck by the 
grave difficulties France atill in 
facing. 

The most important of these ts 
the lack of coal The optimists 
insist that only the inaufficient 
black combuatible is preventing 
the French industrial production 
from recovering at a dizzy rate. 
But without more coal than the 
French can possibly extract from 
her own mines, obtain from Brit- 
ain, or presently persuade the 
Viritlah to compel the Germans to 
dig, the French industrial pro 
duction is bound to lag. 

The second hurdle ia the bu 
reaucracy that apina regulations 
like an industrious apider, and 
has developed a personal joy in 
attempting to regulate the lives 
of common men.

WELLES HilTS BiG FOUR 
DOMINATION AT PARIS 


Warns If U.S, Accedes to It, 
It Will Endanger Latin- 
American Support. 


WASHINGTON, Aug, 10 (UIP) 
Former Under Secretary of Btate 
Sumner Welles last night eriti 
cized Big Four dominance of the 
Paris peace conference and warned 
that the United States, by acced- 
ing to this control, ia risking the 
future support and co-operation of 
its sister American republics, 

In hie regular Sunday evening 
broadcast on the Mutual network, 
Welles charged that the consulta 
tive rights granted to the samaller 
Allled powers are meaningless be- 
cause the Big Four are not bound 
by any of their recommendations 
in drafting the final peace terma 
for Germany's defeated psatelliten. 

“The only hope ,.. for a rectl- 
fication of the errora which have 
already been made lies in the 
ability of publle opinion tn the 
free world to make Itself felt 
effectively before it ts tpo late,” 
he said, “and the only 'way in 
which free public opinion § can 
atill make iteelf felt effectively is 
through the sapokesmen for the 
smaller nations,” 

Welles said the Ulnited States 
should be particularly coneerned 
over the exclusion of the Latin 
American nations from the peace- 
making, 

“The Government of the United 
States cannot afford to take it for 
granted that it can continue to 
possess the effective and loyal 
support of the other American 
republica whenever there may 
arise some grave danger to this 
country and to the Western Hem- 
laphere, if those other American 
republica that played their full 
part in bringing about the victory 
over the Axia are now prevented 
from playing any part in shaping 
the peace...” he said,

There was no confirma- 
tion at Magee. . 

(A wounded Negro, L. T. Hub. 
bard, was taken to the Menden- 
ha'l jail.) 

The ahooting started on the 
highway laat night when a group 
of Negroes began firing at white 
passeraby,. When the police went 
in to get the members of the Craft 
family, suapected in the highway 
shooting, an ambush followed. 

The Crafta banded together with 
frienda and plunged tinto the 
awamp to eacape police, 

lL. T. Hubbard, a friend of the 
Crafta, waa first captured after he 
was wounded, 

Deputy Sheriff Gleen Heater wan 
werlously wounded when he went 
to the Negroes’ home last night 
to investigate reports that one of 
them had fired at an automobile 
load of white men, Heater was 
wounded with a shotgun charge 
in the cheat and arm, 

Wounded with him were: Gaaton 
Sullivan, cafe operator, whose arm 
was shattered by a shotgun blast; 
City Marahal Wilson Dickerson of 
Mive and Oree <Aineaworth, 93 a 
farmer of Mize.

He was the leader of the Carbarn Bandits, The others were 
Marvey Van Dine, Gue Marx and Emil Roeske, They didn't 
usually stick their victims up—they killed them first, then 
robbed them, They had murdered 34 men before they shot from 
the outside and killed a sleeping conductor and two others in 
the old Stewart Ave. carbarn and got away with §6000 one 
Sunday morning. 
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MARX, A FEW nights later, was drinking in Greenberg's 
saloon, at Robey and Addison, He was drunk on beer, He pulled 
out two revolvers and said, “The eopsa want me, If this one 
won't get ‘em, that one will.” Greenberg sneaked to a phone 
and called Herman Schuettier, then a captain at Sheffield Ave, 
station, Me sent Detectives Quinn and Biaul to the saloon, 

Quinn came in the front door and Biaul the side door, Marz 
knew Quinn and saw him in the mirror, Me turned and killed 
him. Biaul hit him with hie billy, knocked him out, dragged 
him to the booth and stood on his chest while he called the 
wagon. 
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WE DIDN'T KNOW who Marz was, but Schuettier broke 
him down, Marx confessed the night Niedermeier, Van Dine 
and Roeske had planned to dynamite the atation, kill every 
cop in it and rescue Marx, Now they beat it to a dugout in 
nearby Indiana, in the sand-dune country, 

A male eachool-teacher came into our editorial office and 
told us he had seen some mysterious men there, Led by Schuet- 
tler, we made up a special train and pulled up near the dugout. 
We surrounded it, The trio picked off and with rifles killed 
a detective and a deputy sheriff, then escaped into the cornfields,

FARMERS joined the posse and the fields were surrounded, 
After many houre—and after the bandite had commandeered 
an engine and killed the young engineer, but deratied the looo- 
motive at a closed awitch—Van Dine and Niedermeier came out, 
hands up, wounded and frozen, 

We had moved 12 miles in the chase, 40 went to another 
little wooden depot, to telegraph for our car, On the single 
bench, asleep, exhausted, lay a tall tramp. Sohuettier was about 
to nudge him, to make place for the prisoners, when his hand 
struck a gun. It was Roeske. Me woke up handeuffed.

THEY CONFESSED A LOT, including the Tower W rob- 
bery, in which they had climbed a high frame-work on the hg 
M. & St. P., and murdered the man in it #0 they could throw 
a switch and wreck a train to rob the dead and wounded. They 
had killed in eold blood a little boy who came into a saloon 
with a tin “growler" for beer, as they were robbing the joint, 

They were tried before Judge George Kersten, for whom I 
named my firet son, 

Roeske, who was a stooge, got life. The other three were 
sentenced to hang-—and I saw them all sewing in one morning. 
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THE NIGHT before the execution, Niedermeier, at 3 o'clock 
in the morning, swallowed the heads of a whole box of sulphur 
matches. Dr. Francis McNamara, the jail physician, was 
awakened and he pumped him out, Niedermeler waa badly 
shaken, green; I saw him, for I was on the all-night death- 
watch. 

John Whitman, the kindly jailer, talked to him, begged him 
‘to set himeelf right with his God, Pete promised he would, 
asked for a pencil to write a farewell note to his mother (who 
wae as tough ae he was, and who assaulted all of ua reporters 
with an umbrella at his grave), 
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PETE BROKE the pencil and, with the jagged edge, cut 
into his wrist, He tried to shove the piece of pencil under his 
main artery, to break it and bleed to death, Me fainted from 
loss of blood, Again McNamara was called, He forced some 
thing down the bandit's throat that revived him. 

When Charlie Peters, the ehief deputy-+sheriff, came to 
Niedermeler's cell to ask him, in the name of the law, whether 
he had anything to say before his execution, Niedermeler 
enaried: 

“You bet.

W lckle? It's one that is #0 

elidious that you ean't ree 
frain from making some every 
year as sure aa watermelon time 
rolle around, The kind that peo~ 
ple love to eat, are plump, juley, 
almost crisp, of a beautiful topas 
color, are almost transparent and 
are aweet with a very pleasant 
meaty, tartish tang, These quali- 
ties are the result of starting with 
thick watermelon rind of fine unl- 
form texture, preparing rind care 
fully, treating it with some in- 
gredient that will firm the tex- 
ture sufficiently to stand up 
through the pickling process and 
then using an excellent pickling 
solution, The rind should be pre- 
ared promptly after melon has 
foes out, Outside skin aa well as 
all pink flesh should be neatly 
removed and melon out into neat 
strips which are then out neatly 
into shapes such as squares, dia- 
monds or triangles, W without any 
waate, 

To preserve shape and crispness, 
rind must be soaked for a short 
time either in salt or lime eolu- 
tion. But this process should not 
go beyond a few hours and 
strength of solution must be &o- 
curate or firming process will 
ceed too far, Cooking of rind te 
tenderness prepares it for ab- 
sorption of some of the luscious 

jokling syrup, And after standing 
n thie syrup for a few weeks, a 
mellow —,, flavor should 
have developed, Hven the syrup 
ie 004 enough to be used In the 
making of gelatin molde or as a 
flavorful molatener of mince meat, 

Watermelon Pickles, 

Three tablespoons calcium hy- 
droxide (slacked lime), 1 gallon 
water, nine pounds prepared 
watermelon rind, three quarts 
sugar, three and one-half coupe 
el pn vine ar, one and one-half 
lemons, thinly sliced, one table- 
apoon ideale cloves, two aticks 
cinnamon, one teaspoon cassia 
buda, 

Mtir three tablespoons calcium 
hydroxide into one gallon of water 
and let rind stand in solution three 
to four hours, Rinse and soak in 
fresh-water three te four hours, 
Then cook in wate* to cover until 
tender (about one and one-fougth 
hour) and let stand overnight in 
cooking water. Drain off water 
and drop rind into syrup made b 
heating sugar and vinegar to boll- 
ing in a large kettle. Add lemon 
slices and the apices tied in a 
oheesecloth bag. Cover, and cook 
until rind ia tranaparent, about 
one and three-quarter hours, #im- 
mering, not bolling, Pack in clean, 
hot aterilised jars, cover with 
syrup and seal, Makes about three 
and one-half quarts, Ohill before 
serving.

EDTIME is dreaded in some 
homes because it means a bat- 
tle with the children, Few 
children, if left to themaelves, 
choose to go to bed, They are 
keenly interested in what goes on 
about them and reluctant to miss 
any of it. If they can prolong 
their etay they will do #o by one 
way or another, | 
ome ohildren rebel againat 
sleep, do what we will, . They 
fight fatigue until it overcomen 
them and they lose control of 
themselves and havé tantruma, 
weeping and stamping spells and 
cannot know what they want. 
Other children dodge bedtime 
and hope mother forgets to look 
at the clock, Even five minutes 
is precious, When mother re- 
minda them, they take aa long as 
possible to put away their be- 
longings, They have to be prod- 
ded along wntil they reach the 
bathroom. That ia child nature 
and we have to consider it and 
deal with it. The main thing is 
to get them to bed in as good a 
mood for sleep as possible, at 
the least cost to the weary moth- 
er,

bed is a trial a0 wise mothers try
